Dear Sir: 

1. John Harris, being duly sworn and haying knowledge of the facts set forth 
herein; depose and say that: 

1 I am a Canadian patent attorney representing AlphaGlobal IT Inc., a 
Canadian company. 

2. After receiving the decision from the USPTO, dismissing the Rule 1 .47 
Petition filed in the above-captioned case, I once again attempted to 
locate and contact the non-signing inventor, Mr. Homayoun Najjaran. 

3. Specifically, on August 14, 2006, 1 sent a letter to Mr. Homayoun Najjaran 
by regular postal mail at his last-known address of 666 Spadina Avenue, 
Apt. 409, Toronto Ontario, M5S 2H8, to ask him to execute the 
declaration in this application. The following items were enclosed with my 
letter: 



i. a complete copy of the above-identified patent application 
including specification, claims, abstract and drawings; and 

ii. a Declaration and Power of Attorney form for Mr. Najjaran's 
signature. 

The reason I sent this letter by regular postal mail was so that it would be 
left at the delivery address even if no one was available to sign for it, 
unlike the letter I had previously sent by registered mail on December 12, 
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2005 as detailed in my prior declaration, filed in support of the dismissed 
Rule 1.47 petition. 

4. I (or my assistant) also searched for Mr, Homayoun Najjaran on the 
internet. Attached as Exhibit A is a printout of a webpage from 
www.canada41!ca . a phonebook-type searchable internet directory for 
Canada. That website indicated another address for a "Najjaran, 
Homayoun/' specifically: 28 Pemberton Ave., North York, Ontario M2M 
4L1. 

5. Therefore, on the same date (August 14, 2006), I sent a second letter, 
with the same enclosures as my first letter, to Mr. Najjaran at the 
Pemberton Ave. address via regular postal mail, also asking that Mr. 
Najjaran execute and return the enclosed Declaration and Power of 
Attorney form. Again, I used regular postal mail to ensure the letter would 
be left at the delivery address without a signature. The letter to the 
Pemberton Ave. address was addressed to 'Toronto, Ontario M2M 4L1," 
instead of "North York, Ontario M2M4L1,"as listed in the 
wwwxanada41i ca entry. But this distinction is insignificant; North York 
is a suburb of Toronto, and the postal code on the envelope was the 
same as in the internet listing. 

6. On or about August 28, 2006,, I received back the first above-noted letter, 
unopened and marked "Address incomplete." However, after carefully 
reviewing the front of the envelope, the address does appear complete , 
and most likely the letter was returned because someone at the delivery 
address told the postal carrier there was no one there named "Homayoun 
Najjaran." A copy of the returned envelope for the first above-noted letter 
is attached as Exhibit B. 

7. Also on or about August 28, 2006, 1 received back the second above- 
noted letter, also unopened, marked "Moved/Unknown." A copy of the 
returned envelope for the second above-noted letter is attached as Exhibit 
C. 

8. In addition to the foregoing attempts to locate and contact Mr. Homayoun 
Najjaran, I made at least one prior attempt as detailed in my earlier 
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declaration, which was filed in support of the original Rule 1 .47 petition 
and is of record in this case. 

9. In view of the foregoing facts, diligent effort has been expended to locate 
and present to Mr. Homayoun Najjaran a copy of the filed application, and 
to request his signature on the Declaration. Despite this effort, t have 
been unable to locate Mr. Najjaran to request his cooperation. Based on 
the return of both the above letters unopened even though they were sent 
by regular mail and did not require any signature to be delivered, it 
appears Mr. Najjaran is no longer at either address. He is no longer 
employed with my client* AlphaGlobal IT Inc., which is the assignee of the 
subject application. 

10. I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge 
are true and that all statements made on information and belief are 
believed to be true; and further that these statements were made with the 
knowledge that willful false statements and the like so made are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under 18 U S C, § 1001 , and 
that such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity <#the present 
application or any patent issued thereon.
